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SUMMARY. CHINA'S INTERNAL POLITICAL SCENE IS BEING DOMINATED 
BY THE LAUNCHING OF WAHT APPEARS TO BE A LIMITED, NON-VOILENT, 
ANTI-RIGHTIST AND ANTI-REVISIONIST NEO-CULTURAL REVOLUTION. CADRE 
ARE COMING UNDER INCREASING PRESSURE AS THEY FACE THE PROSPECT 
OF EXAMINATION BY THE MASSES AND AS DETAILS OF ERRANT CADRE 
BEHAVIOR ARE PUBLICIZED. PRC CULTURAL RELATIONS WITH WESTERN 
COUNTRIES ARE ALSO BEING AFFECTED AS CRITICISM OF WESTERN MUSIC, 
CULTURAL FORMS AND TECHNOLOGY ARE BEING VOICED AND CHINESE 
RECEPTIVITY TO WESTERN CONTACTS APPARENTLY ARE COOLING. MEANWHILE 
THE PRC MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS STATEMENT OF FEBRUARY 4 
DESCRIBING THE GVN MOVES IN THE SPRATLYS AS "A WANTON INFRINGEMENT 
ON CHINA'S TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY" AND " A NEW MILITARY PROVOCATION" 
IMPLIED SOME PUNITIVE ACTION COULD BE TAKEN UNLESS SAIGON PULLED 
BACK. END SUMMARY. 

1. THE NEW REVOLUTION 

POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS UNFOLDING OVER THE PAST SIX MONTHS HAVE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REACHED A NEW STAGE AND SOMETHING LIKE A NEO-CULTURAL REVOLUTION 
IS EMERGING. THE PRESENT BANNER OF THE MOVEMENT IS THE CAMPAIGN 
TO CRITICIZE CONFUCIUS AND LIN PIAO WHICH HAS IN THE PAST FEW 
DAYS BURGEONED INTO NATIONWIDE MASS AGITATION UNPRECEDENTED SINCE 
THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION. DOMINATED BY THE SUBJECT, MADIA LED 
BY A PEOPLE'S DAILY EDITORIAL OF FEBRUARY 2 ARE CALLING IT A 
REVOLUTION AND A PEOPLE'S WAR INITIATED AND LED BY MAO PERSONALLY. 
CENTRAL GUIDANCE IS BEING CITED, INCLUDING REFERENCES TO IMPORTANT 
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NEW MAO THESES (ANHWEI RADIO FEBRUARY 4), AND MEDIA ARE HEWING TO 
A COMMON LINE. THUS, DESPITE MASS ACTIVITY AND MILITANT WORDS, 

THE IMPRESSION CONVEYED IS THAT THE MOVEMENT IS UNDER OFFICIAL 
AUSPICES AND CLOSE CONTROL.

2. THE AVOWED OBJECTIVE OF THE MOVEMENT IS TO ROOT OUT 
REVISIONISM AND REACTION, AND TO CONSOLIDATE AND ADVANCE THE 
CULTURAL REVOLUTION. BUT BEHIND THIS BROAD FRONT ARE SHARP 
EDGES AIMED AT THE BACKSLIDING FROM IDEOLOGICAL PURITY AND 
MILITANCY WHICH HAS OCCURRED OVER THE PAST COUPLE OF YEARS. 

THERE IS ALSO SOME SUGGESTION THAT THE SURGE IN THE MOVEMENT 
KNOCKS BACK MOVES THAT WERE AFOOT TO DAMPEN THE ANTI-CONFUCIUS 
CAMPAIGN. IN FACT, THE MAIN FEATURE OF THE MOVEMENT AT PRESENT 

IS A STRONG WARNING AGAINST ANY OBSTRUCTION OR HINDERING OF MASS 
AGITATION, INCLUDING THE SETTING AGAINST IT OF CONCERN FOR DISRUPTION 
OF PRODUCTION (ITEM 6). NO INDIVIDUAL TARGETS HAVE BEEN NAMED, 

BUT OLD SCHOLAR FENG YU-LAN HAS FURTHER CRITICIZED HIMSELF.

3. MEDIA ARE REFERRING TO THE MOVEMENT AS " THE SOCIALIST 
REVOLUTION IN THE SUPERSTRUCTURE." ASIDE FROM RALLIES AND THE 
WRITING OF ARTICLES AND PSOTERS, "REVOLUTIONARY CRITICISM" OR 
"STUDY GROUPS" ARE BEING ACTIVELY FORMED AND SOME ARE ADOPTING 
NAMES LIKE "THE YOUNG VANGURAD" (NCNAFEBRUARY 4). THIS 

BEARS WATCHING; WE WOULD EXPECT THE REGIME TO BE ALERT TO PREVENT 
THE KIND OF FACTIONALISM THAT SET RIVAL RED GURADS TO FIGHTING 
EACH OTHER SEVEN YEARS AGO. HOWEVER, CADRE COULD FACE A FAMILIAR 
DILEMMA: THEY RISK MASS SCRUTINY BY SPEAKING OUT, OR BY TRYING 
TO STAND ASIDE; AND THE LINE BETWEEN KEEPING ORDER AND OPPOSING 
THE MASSES COULD BE HARD TO FIND. (HONG KONG 1222, HONG KONG 1281; 
PEKING 212). 
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4. CADRE 

CADRE ARE CLEARLY IN FOR ROUGH TIMES. ON JANUARY 28, PEOPLE S 

DAILY CARRIED ON ITS FIRST PAGE AN EXPOSE AUTHORED BY CHUNG CHIH-MIN, 

AN UNFIT, TAT. LONG MARCH VETERAN'S SON WHO HAS DESCRIBED HOW HE 
WENT TO NANKING UNIVERSITY "THROUGH THE BACK DOOR." CHUNG STATES 
"SPECIAL TREATMENT" FOR CADRE SONS IS A WIDESPREAD PHENOMENON, 

AND, OFFERING THE KIND OF DETAILS RARELY SEEN IN OFFICIAL MEDIA, 

HE DESCRIBES HOW CADRE DEPENDENTS MUST BE MOVED ABOUT BY AUTOMOBILE 
OR TRAIN, NEVER PERMITTED TO USE THE BUS.

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5. EVEN MORE STRIKING ARE CHUNG'S REFERENCES TO UNPUBLISHED 
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CENTRAL DOCUMENTS, INCLUDING MAO' LETTER TO THE WRONGED 
FATHER OF A RUSTICATED YOUTH, AND TO "1972 CENTRAL DOCUMENT NO. 19," 
APPARENTLY ON UNIVERSITY ADMISSIONS. CHUNG'S USE OF SPECIFICS, 

AND PEOPLE'S DAILY'S PUBLISHING OF THEM, MAKES IT CLEAR TO 
CADRE- AND TO THE MASSES THAT ARE BEING URGED TO HELP ROOT OUT 
REVISIONIST CADRE-THAT PEKING KNOWS MANY CADRE ARE CIRCUMVENTING ITS 
DIRECTIVES.

6. OVEREMPHASIZING PRODUCTION 

PEOPLE'S DAILY FRONTPAGED THE SHANGHAI DOCK WORKERS' POSTER ATTACK 
ON LEADERS WHO OVEREMPHASIZE PRODUCTION AND FAVOR MATERIAL 
INCENTIVES (WR 5). MEDIA IN SHANGHAI AND ELSEWHERE HAVE ALREADY 
STRUCK OUT AT THOSE WHO OPPOSE POLITICAL CAMPAIGNS BY STRESSING 
THE NEED TO KEEP THE ECONOMY HUMMING. NOW PEOPLE'S DAILY HAS 
ADDED EMPHASIS TO THE EARLIER WARNINGS (HONG KONG 1282).

7. LEADERSHIP 

THE LEADERSHIP'S RECENTLY LOW PROFILE WAS RAISED BRIEFLY JANUARY 30 
TO HONOR THE PASSING OF "OLD COMRADE" WANG CHIA-HSIANG. PREMIER 
CHOU LED A FUNERAL TURNOUT DOMINATED BY REHABILITEES, 

INCLUDING SENIOR REHABILITATED CADRE TENG HSIAO-PING WHO 
DELIVERED THE EULOGY. SEVERAL PROMINENT LEFTISTS STAYED AWAY 
(HONG KONG 1131). ASIDE FROM THE FUNERAL, THERE HAVE BEEN ONLY 
FIVE PUBLIC APPEARANCES BY PEKING BASED POLITBURO MEMBERS SINCE 
JANUARY 1 1, AN UNUSUALLY LOW TOTAL.

8. RED FLAG ON ANTONIONI 

THE CURRENT ISSUE OF RED FLAG (NO. 2), THE PARTY'S TOP 
THEORETICAL JOURNAL, REPUBLISHES THE PEOPLE'S DAILY ATTACK ON 
THE ANTONIONI FILM (ITEM 9) CONFIRMING THAT THE ATTACK HAS 
TOP LEVEL ATTENTION. WE ARE STRUCK BY THE ON-GOING CRITICISM 
WHICH FEATURES ASSERTIONS THAT THE MASSES WHO WITNESSED THE 
FILMING TWO YEARS AGO WERE ON TO 

ANTONIONI’S EVIL INTENTIONS AND PROTESTED AT THAT ITME. THIS 
SEEMS TO UNDERSCORE THE QUESTION OF HOW ANTONIONI GOT AWAY 
WITH IT AT THE TIME.

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9. CHILLIER CLIMATE FOR FOREIGNERS 

ANTI-CONFUCIAN WINDS HAVE CAUSED CHILBLAIN IN CHINA'S CULTURAL 
RELATIONS WITH WESTERN COUNTRIES. CRITICISM IN PEKING MEDIA OF 
WESTERN MUSIC AND WESTERN TECHNOLOGY HAS BEEN FOLLOWED BY A SERIES 
OF POLEMICS AGAINST ANTONIONI S FILM "CHINA." PEOPLE'S DAILY 
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BEGAN THE BLEATED DENUNCIATION OF ANTONIONI WITH A "COMMENTATOR" 
ATTACK OF JANUARY 30 WHICH STRUCK A SHARP, NATIONALISTIC FLAVOR. 
WHILE THE BULK OF THE ARTICLE WAS DEVOTED TO DETAILING THE FILM'S 
ALLEGED DISTORTIONS, THE PRINCIPAL MESSAGE SEEMED TO BE THAT WHILE 
THE SOVIET LEADERSHIP CONSTITUTES THE MAIN ANTI-CHINA FORCE IN 
THE WORLD TODAY, HOSTILITY TO CHINA ALSO LURKS JUST UNDER THE 
SURFACE IN THE U.S. AND OTHER WESTERN CAPITALIST COUNTRIES. 

DIPLOMATS HAVE ALSO ENCOUNTERED INCREASING RIGIDITY AND RETICENCE 
IN THEIR CONTACTS WITH PRC OFFICIALS AND PLANNING FOR SEVERAL 
ENGAGEMENTS IN PEKING BY WESTERN MUSICAL AND DANCE GROUPS HAVE 
BEEN CANCELED. TRAVEL CONTROLS ON DIPLOMATS ALSO MAY BE TIGHTENING 
AND THE PUBLIC ATTITUDE TOWARD FOREIGNERS HAS ALSO DISTINCTLY 
COOLED (PEKING 212).

10. UNITED STATES 

PRC REPORTING N THE UNITED STATES OVER THE PAST WEEK HAS HAD A 
CONSISTENTLY NEGATIVE TONE. THERE WERE SEVERAL ITEMS ON THE 
TRUCKERS' STRIKE AND A REITERATION THAT THE U.S. MONOPOLY 
CAPITALISTS ARE TAKING ADVANTAGE OF THE ENERGY CRISIS TO SACK 
WORKERS AND RAISE PRICES. NCNA DID NOT REPORT THE PRESIDENT'S 
STATE OF THE UNION MESSAGE AND IT EXCERPTED HIS ECONOMIC MESSAGE 
TO PROVE THAT THE U.S. ECONOMY IS IN SERIOUS DIFFICULTY. THE 
MOST STRIKING ITEM. HOWEVER, WAS FEBRUARY 5 NCNA ITEM ON THE 
PRESIDENT'S JANUARY 28 LETTER TO LON NOL WHICH CARRIED A PERSONAL 
IDENTIFICATION OF THE PRESIDENT WITH A POLICY OPPOSED BY PEKING. 
ACCORDING TO NCNA, "NIXON IN HIS LETTER TRIED HIS BEST TO COVER 
UP THE U.S. AGGRESSION AND INTERVENTION IN CAMBODIA."

1 1 . PARACELS/SPRATLYS 

THE PRC FOREIGN MINISTRY ISSUED A STATEMENT FEBRUARY 4 CHARGING 
THAT SAIGON'S RECENT MOVES IN THE SPRATLYS CONSTITUTED " A WANTON 
INFRINGEMENT ON CHINA'S TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY" AND " A NEW MILITARY 
PROVOCATION." THE STATEMENT IMPLIED THAT SOME PUNITIVE ACTION 
COULD BE TAKEN UNLESS THE GVN PULLED BACK FROM ITS LATEST 
CONFIDENTIAL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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INTRUSION (HONG KONG 1 194). EARLIER, ON JANUARY 31, THE PRC 
REPATRIATED THROUGH HONG KONG, FIVE GVN PERSONNEL AND GERALD KOSH, 
A U.S. CIVILIAN, CAPTURED IN THE PARACLES BATTLE.

12. SOVIET UNION 

CHINESE PROPAGANDISTS HAVE FOLLOWED UP THE EXPULSION OF THE 
SOVIET DIPLOMATS WITH A CAMPAIGN OF FOREIGN PRESS QUOTATIONS 
DESIGNED TO PORTRAY AN EXTENSIVE THREAT FROM SOVIET ESPIONAGE TO 
ALL THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. MEANWHILE, THE SOVIETS NOW APPARENTLY 
PLAN TO SEND THEIR CHIEF NEGOTIATOR ILICHEV BACK TO PEKING TO 
PURSUE THE BORDER TALKS " IN A MONTH" WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO RETURN 
TO MOSCOW IMMEDIATELY IF IT BECOMES EVIDENT THAT THE CHINESE 
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REMAIN IMMOVABLE (MOSCOW 1619).

13. JAPAN 

A PEOPLE'S DAILY FEBRUARY 3 ATTACK ON THE RIGHT-WING SEIRANKAI 
GROUP IN JAPAN WAS THE FIRST PUBLIC COMMENT FROM PEKING ON THE 
SUBJECT OF JAPANESE MILITARISM SINCE NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS 
IN SEPTEMBER 1972. THE ARTICLE MADE CLEAR THAT ONLY A "SMALL 
NUMBER" OF LDP MEMBERS WERE INVOLVED BUT IT WARNED THAT 
MILITARIST ELEMENTS WERE "AGAIN REARING THEIR UGLY HEADS.” 

THE ARTICLE APPEARED TO REFLECT PEKING'S VIEW THAT A SERIOUS 
CRISIS IN JAPANESE SOCIETY IN THE NEAR-TERM IS AT LEAST A 
VAGUE POSSIBILITY AND THAT IF IT OCCURS IT IS MORE 
LIKELY TO LEAD TO A RIGHTIST RATHER THAN A LEFTIST REACTION 
(HONG KONG 1244). MEANWHILE ON FEBRUARY 1 IN A MASS RALLY IN 
SIAN, " OFFICIAL BONDS OF FRIENDEHIP" BETWEEN SIAN AND THE JAPANESE 
CITY OF NARA WERE FORMALLY PROCLAIMED. THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SIAN 
REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE PROCLAIMED THAT "FRIENDSHIP AND UNITY" 
BETWEEN THE CHINESE AND JAPANESE PEOPLES WAS AN IRRESISTIBLE 
TREND. 
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14. JAPAN-KOREA 
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THE SPOKESMAN OF THE PRC MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS ON 
FEBRUARY 4 PROTESTED THE JANUARY 30 ROK- JAPAN AGREEMENT 
CONCERNING THE JOINT DEVELOPMENT OF THE CONTINENTAL SHELF. 

THE STATEMENT WAS LEGALISTIC AND STRESSED THAT A DECISION OF 
DIVIDING THE SHELF SHOULD BE ACHIEVED THROUGH "CONSULTATIONS." 

THE STATEMENT CONSTITUTED THE FIRST OFFICIAL CHINESE CRITICISM 
OF THE GOJ SINCE NORMALIZATION IN THE FALL OF 1972. THE CRITICISM 
HOWEVER, WAS MILD, AND DID NOT QUESTION THE GOJ'S BASIC INTENTIONS 
TOWARDS CHINA. OHIRA HAD REPORTEDLY INFORMED THE CHINESE DURING 
HIS VISIT IN EARLY JANUARY OF THE FORTHCOMING AGREEMENT (PEKING 0202) 

THE CHINESE STATEMENT, HOWEVER, CHARGED THAT THE ACCORDS WAS 
REACHED "BEHIND CHINA S BACK." THE PRONOUNCEMENT WAS APPARENTLY 
ISSUED TO REASSERT CHINA'S RIGHTS AT A TIME WHEN PEKING IS 
UNWILLING TO NEGOTIATE WITH THE ROK AND TO SHOW A SUPPORTING 
GESTURE FOR PYONGYANG (HONG KONG 1303).

15. MALAYA 

AS IT DID LAST YEAR, PEKING CARRIED EXCERPTS FROM A VMR BROADCAST 
EDITORIAL ON THE ANNIVERSARY OF THE MALAYAN NATIONAL LIBERATION 
ARMY. THE EDITORIAL AS EXCERPTED WAS SOMEWHAT MORE SANITIZED 
THAN THAT OF LAST YEAR. NCNA'S REPORT ALSO CARRIED THE FIRST 
REFERENCE TO MCP LEADER CHIN PENG IN MANY YEARS, INDICATING 
SUPPORT FOR HIS LEADERSHIP.

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16. CUBA 

WHILE PEKING HAS NOT REPORTED SOVIET PARTY SECRETARY BREZHNEV'S 
TRIP TO HAVANA, A STRONG FEBRUARY 3 NCNA ATTACK ON SOVIET 
EXPANSIONISM IN SOUTH AMERICA INDICATED CHINESE CONCERN. THE 
ITEM'S IMPLIED REFERENCE THAT CUBA IS A SOVIET BASE FOR 
SUBVERSION POSSIBLY REFLECTED CHINESE DISPLEASURE AT CASTRO'S 
PUBLIC STANCE DURING THE VISIT AND HIS ROLE OVER THE PAST SEVERAL 
MONTHS TO TAKING UP THE SOVIET CUDGELS AGAINST CHINA. IT MAY 
ALSO FORESHADOW A GREATER CHINESE WILLINGNESS TO PORTRAY CUBA 
AS A SOVIET TOOL IN LATIN AMERICA AND THE THIRD WORLD.
